SFCC board, schools 
to map vo-tech plans 


Emerging from the gloom of Tuesday's 
defeat of the State Fair Community 
College tax levy increase, the Board of 
Trustees attempted Thursday night to 
evaluate the election results and map out 
the future for the college’s vocational- 
technical program. 
Although no definite decisions were 
made concerning the vocational-technical 
program, board members did agree to a 
meeting 
with 
State 
Department 
of 
Education personnel and area boards of 
education and school administrators. 
President Fred Davis said the purpose of 
the meeting was to determine how long the 
junior college district would be eligible for 
$650,000 in matching federal and state 
funds. The meeting would also sound out 
the high school administrators’ thoughts on 
vocational-technical 
programs, 
Davis 
added. 
A 
one-year, 60-cent 
operating 
levy 
increase that, along with the $650,000, 
would have helped finance construction of 
a proposed vocational-technical building on 
the college’s campus, was defeated at the 
polls 
Tuesday. 
The 
proposal, which 
required only a simple majority to pass, 
was approved by only 43.2 per cent of the 
voters. It was the fifth time a building 
proposal for SFCC has been defeated. 
Davis said the $650,000 was originally 
held for the district “until they (the State 
Department of Education) thought we'd 
have 
the 
matching 
funds” 
available. 
Confusion arose, however, as to how much 
time the district had to come up with the 
matching money, Davis said. 
The deadline was earlier thought to have 
been April, he said, because it was believed 
that an election would not be held until 


Rail aid bill 
faces threat 
of Ford veto 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Senate- 
approved bill that would provide funds 
for rebuilding the nation’s rail system 
still faces a threatened veto from Presi­ 
dent Ford. 
The Senate voted 53 to 38 late Thursday 
to authorize the controversial expen­ 
diture of $8.6 billion on the rail system, 
despite a pledge from Ford to veto the 
bill as too costly. 
The legislation basically will provide 
funding for the government’s reorganiza­ 
tion of the Penn Central and six other 
bankrupt Northeastern railroads into one 
rail system known as ConRail. 
It also will provide $3 billion to up­ 
grade passenger service in the densely 
populated Northeast corridor between 
Washington and Boston by improving 
tracks to allow 150-mile-per-hour train 
operation 


that time. Since tip election was held in 
December, however, there was some 
speculation that the funds might be cut off 
as early as Dec. 31, Davis said. 
He said SFCC administrators would 
contact state personnel within the next few 
days to try to arrange a meeting on the 
question. 
Davis said the college hoped to make 
area school administrators aware that the 
matching funds were about to be lost and 
that area high schools’ use of SFCC’s 
vocational-technical facilities could be in 
jeopardy. He said he felt as if many persons 
thought he was simply “crying wolf’’ when 
he warned the matching funds were about 
to be lost. 
Board members echoed Davis’ remarks. 
“If you’re going to dance, you’re going to 
have to pay the fiddler,” board member 
John Ragland said, referring to area high 
schools that take advantage of the SFCC

Big crowds greet 
Ford in Indonesia 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — Declar­ 
ing that the United States regards itself 
as a Pacific nation, President Ford said 
today “we are firmly committed to 
peace and security in Southeast Asia and 
throughout Asia. ” 
Speaking at a state banquet given by 
Indonesan President Suharto in Freedom 
Palace, Ford said, “We see our own pro- 
sperty and progress linked with the vast 
populations, the dynamic economies, the 
abundant resources and the rich cultures 
of this great region. 
“No area of the world is more impor­ 
tant to us than Asia.” 
A high-spirited crowd estimated by 
police at 100,000 — waving American and 
Indonesian flags — lined the road from 
Jakarta airport into town to welcome 
Ford on arrival from Peking. It was in 
sharp contrast to the almost total ab­ 
sence of interested spectators in the 
Chinese capital. 
En route to Jakarta a senior American 
official aboard Air force One told 
newsmen the most important benefits 
derived from the Peking summit were 
the triangular aspects of diplomacy — 
the balancing off of China, the Soviet 
Union and the United States. 
The official, who declined to be iden­ 
tified. sketched in broad strokes what 
diplomats call the “wide-ranging” im 
pact of U.S.China policy. It is based on 
“parallelism” and seeks to establish the 
points on which both sides see eye to 
eye, especially in discouraging Soviet 
expansionism. 


The American president, on his first 
official visit to this teeming and oil-rich 
archipelago, noted in his banquet speech 
that there have been dramatic changes 
in the world, with all but the vestiges of 
colonial empires gone and cold war 
divisions broken down. 
“ In this complex time of change, 
America, as always, looks to its rela­ 
tionships with friends,” he said. “In­ 
donesia is such a friend. Indonesia ex­ 
emplifies strength, and self-reliance, as 
well as international leadership and 
responsibility. We respect your nonalign­ 
ment and your goal of national resil­ 
iency. We admire your contribution to 
reg io n a l p eace. We value your 
friendship.” 
Suharto replied that with “the end of 
the Vietnamese war — although there 
still exists deep concern regarding the 
possibility of disturbances threatening 
the security and stability of the various 
countries of the region — the Southeast 
Asian area is now facing a new era with 
all kinds of opportunities.” He said this 
applied not only to the nations involved 
but to those who wish to aid them. 
Ford, his wife Betty, daughter Susan, 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and other members of the White House 
party sat at a table decorated with dolls 
made from coconut leaves representing 
shadow play figures of the Hindu 
Ramayana epic. 
Indonesian Foreign Minister Adam 
Malik described the President's stay as a 
“working” visit. 
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New Jersey 
Three fingered 
in Hoffa death 


DETROIT (AP) — A mysterious infor­ 
mant has fingered three New Jersey 
Teamsters, two with alleged Mafia ties, 
as responsible for the abduction-murder 
of James R. Hoffa, the ex-union boss who 
vanished July 30. 
Salvatore Briguglio, 47, of Paramus, 
N.J., his brother, Gabriel of East 
Rutherford, and Thomas Andretta, 38, of 
Hasbrouck Heights, were named by the 
informant and have been ordered to ap­ 
pear in a police, lineup on Saturday 
before a second unidentified witness, 
who has told the government he saw Hof­ 
fa abducted. 
The informant who will view the police 
lineup says he does not know the names 
of those who committed the crime but 
would recognize them if he saw them 
again, the government said. 


Newsday today quoted police and 
federal sources as saying Hoffa’s 
elimination was approved by the highest 
echelons of organized crime. In a cop­ 
yright story, the Long Island, N.Y., 
newspaper said that Hoffa was lured into 
what he thought was a peace-making 
meeting with Mafia figures and that 
seven persons participated in his abduc­ 
tion-murder. 
Newsday quoted the sources as saying 
FBI agents were searching a New Jersey 
dump for the body of Hoffa and one of his 
assassins. 
A uthorities in New Je rse y say 
Salvatore Briguglio and Andretta have 
ties to the Mafia family of the late Vito 
Genovese. 
R obert O zer, head of the U.S. 
’ Organized Crime Strike Force in Detroit, 


revealed the existence of both infor­ 
mants at a court hearing Thursday 
following the appearance of the New 
Jersey men before a federal grand jury. 
The panel is probing Hoffa’s disap­ 
pearance from the parking lot of a 
restaurant in suburban Detroit on July 
30. 
Ozer said the government will seek a 
grant of immunity for Stephen Andretta. 
brother of Thomas, who allegedly heard 
threats made against Hoffa. 


William Bufalino, a Detroit lawyer 
who represents the three Teamsters, 
said both sets of brothers appeared brief­ 
ly and “asserted their constitutional 
rights,” presumably including the Fifth 
Amendment right against self incrimina­ 
tion. 
Series draws comments 
from mayor, officials 


Official reaction to The Democrat-Capital’s four-part series on 
the heroin problem in Sedalia, which concluded Thursday, 
ranges from praise to mild condemnation. 
Mayor Jerry Jones said, “I was surprised at the scope of the 
problem. My overall impression is that I am again, and still, 
disgusted with our police department” for allowing such 
conditions to exist, the mayor added. He said he would not favor 
other investigation of the police unless done by a grand jury. 
Jones said he had received numerous phone calls from 
citizens about the drug problem since the series began. “They 
say, ‘What can be done?’ ” the mayor stated. He said he has told 
them to come en masse to City Council meetings and demand 
action. 
“Really, if that doesn’t happen, I doubt that anything will be 
done,” the mayor added. 
“I’ve known all these things before, but I couldn’t prove 
them,” First Ward Republican Allan Hawkins said. “I think this 
should be judged by a federal grand jury. It’s a federal crime.” 
Hawkins said the availability of drugs in Sedalia and the 
alleged corruption of certain members of the police department 
was “common knowledge. I’ve heard more than what’s in the 
paper,” he said. “This is just a sampling.” 
Referring to an article that a reporter had received a “veiled 
threat” from a member of the police department, Hawkins said, 
“It was brought out that (City Attorney Robert) Liston was . 
threatened, and I was threatened.” This was in regard to last 
year’s city investigation of the police department and the effort 
to remove Police Chief William Miller. 
Third Ward Democrat Robert Wells said, “We’ve got to put a 
stop to this drug pushing and investigate the problem. Youths 
make a town, and dope wrecks a person’s life. This has to be 
straightened out one way or another. We ought to have an 
investigation of the police department.” 
Prosecuting Attorney Gary Fleming said the series of stories 
“serves a useful,educational purpose,’ but Fleming said the 


series was “grossly misleading” in that it hinted that “there is 
an easy solution” (to the drug problem). He said, however, that 
“nothing contained in these articles contains evidence which 
would make a case against anybody.” 
“It’s easy to get people to tell you what’s going on” when 
names are not quoted, he said. 
Fleming said the series was “deceptive” in that it seemed to 
indicate that the “police agencies aren’t doing their jobs.” 
He said that the statement that Sedalia had the worst drug 
problem outside St. Louis and Kansas City was also 
“exaggerated.” 
“I don’t mean to say that we don’t have a serious problem,” 
he said, “but to say that we’re worse (than other cities of 
comparable size) is making an awfully broad assertion.” 
Fleming also expressed concern that the Pettis County 
sheriff’s department was being unfairly treated, since readers 
might categorize all law enforcement agencies “under one 
umbrella.” 
He said the sheriff’s department was responsible for many of 
the drug indictments handed down by last year’s grand jury. 
Fourth Ward Democrat David Curry Friday commended The 
Democrat-Capital for the series. “You went right out there and 
actually saw what was transpiring,” he added. 
“It (heroin usage) is something I knew existed because of the 
amount of time I spent on the grand jury,” Curry added. “So it 
was no surprise to me.” 
Curry said he blamed Supreme Court rulings on search and 
seizure rules for making it extremely difficult for law 
enforcement agencies to get drug convictions. 
Second Ward Democrat Ira Knox said, “Of course, I don’t 
approve of breaking laws.” He added, however, that he felt he 
should not make a comment on the series at this time because 
the members of the council might once again be called on to act

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Physicians agree: 
drug use serious

A spot check of Sedalia physicians has 
confirmed that heroin use in Sedalia is a 
serious problem. 
At least 20 heroin addiction cases and as 
many or more serum hepatitis cases 
related to heroin use have been treated by 
several local doctors during the past year. 
Drug use, especially heroin, seems to be 
on the increase in Sedalia. according to 
several of the physicians contacted. 
Dr. T. J. Hopkins said he has treated 10 
heroin addicts within the last year, 
including four who had contracted serum 
hepatitis. Ranging from 17 to 22 years of 
age, most of his heroin patients were 
males, although some females also sought 
him out for treatment, he stated. 
“Some of them get to the point where 
they can’t support their habits financially 
and they come to me,” Dr. Hopkins said. 
He said the heroin problem is “surfacing 
more” in Sedalia, but at the same time 
more addicts seem to be willing to seek 
help. 
“Almost without exception these are 
from fine, middle-class homes,” Hopkins 
added. He said four of his heroin addict 
patients contracted serum hepatitis from 
contaminated needles. 
In most cases the name of one local 
heroin dealer was mentioned by patients. 
Dr. Hopkins said. That dealer, he said, is 
the same one known to The Democrat- 
Capital and referred to as “Dale" in the 
newspaper’s four-part series on the heroin 
problem, which concluded Thursday. 
A Sedalia doctor who asked not to be 
identified 
but 
who 
had 
extensive 
experience with drug-related cases that 


resulted from the Ozark Music Festival 
here in July, 1974, said he has treated two 
heroin addiction cases during the past year. 
“We do have a big problem here,” he said. 
He also said his daughter had told him she 
could “name 10 kids at school” who use 
heroin. 
One osteopathic physician said he had 
treated three heroin addiction patients 
within the past six months. He also noted 
that he had from seven to 12 serum 
hepatitis cases a year, and that he sees 
many of these patients only once. 
He said he felt heroin use in Sedalia has 
increased over the past two or three years. 
“Some of them seem to think it’s like 
smoking cigarettes ... they don’t know what 
they’re getting into,” he said. 
An internist in Sedalia said he treated 
two heroin addicts within the last year, one 
of whom had hepatitis. 
Another 
osteopath 
said 
he 
had 
encountered one serum hepatitis case in 
the past year. He reported that three or 
four young persons have come to him 
seeking prescriptions. He said he had never 
seen them before and refused to provide 
them the drugs they sought.

When asked how the medical community

; rof brought a false claim to the 
attention of company officials, 
! and an outside auditing firm 
; was notified. Auditors report- 
; edly discovered between 100 
• and 150 similar phony claims, 
ranging from $3,000 to $15,000 
• each, and police were called. 
• 
The false claims were proc- 
■ essed so that the policy holders 
; rather than the physicians were 
• to be paid the costs of surgery. 
• Doctors listed on the claims 
; said they had never heard of 
• the policy holders and had not 
performed surgery on them. 
“ We had 90-some doctors’ 
: names involved,” Foote said, 
“ but not one had examined a 
> person for the illness or disease 
; listed.” 
Foote said the shortages were 
; first discovered in September.

or

sex are “ counseled out” by 
their religious counselors, who

Attempted Chile coup 
linked to Pepsi-Cola

WASHINGTON (AP) - U S. 
efforts to overthrow Chile’s Sal­ 
vador Allende, which one sena­ 
tor has called the Nixon admin­ 
istration’s Bay of Pigs, may 
have been triggered by a “ Pep­ 
si connection,” according to 
evidence before the Senate in­ 
telligence committee. 
Testimony taken both in pri­ 
vate and at Thursday’s public 
committee hearing shows that 
on Sept. 15,1970, Donald Kend­ 
all, president of Pepsi Cola and 
a close personal friend of Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon, ar­ 
ranged a meeting in Washing­ 
ton among Henry A. Kissinger, 
then the president’s national se­ 
curity adviser, Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell and Augustin Ed­ 
wards, publisher of Chile’s 
leading newspaper, E l Mer- 
curio. 
According to Edward Korry, 
U S. ambassador to Chile at the 
time, Edwards also was the 
principal bottler of Pepsi Cola 
in Chile. 
The evidence shows Nixon 
called a meeting later that day 
of Kissinger, Mitchell and then- 
CIA 
Director 
Richard 
M. 
Helms at which he instructed 
the CIA to foment a military 
coup against Allende, who was 
on the verge of becoming 
Chile’s first Marxist president. 
Helms told the committee 
last July in secret testimony 
which was made public as part 
of the committee’s assassina­ 


tion report, “ I have this im­ 
pression that the President 
called this meeting . •. because 
of Edwards’ presence in Wash­ 
ington and what he heard from 
Kendall about what Edwards 
was saying about conditions in 
Chile.” 
Helms added that he had met 
privately with Edwards at a 
Washington hotel, again at 
Kendall’s request, to interview 
him about Chile. 
Both Korry and committee 
staff members discounted the 
possibility that Nixon may have 
ordered U.S. intervention in an 
effort to save Pepsi Cola’s in­ 
vestments in Chile from nation­ 
alization by Allende. By all ac­ 
counts, Pepsi Cola’s financial 
stake in Chile was minimal, es­ 
pecially compared with such 
corporations as ITT and the 
various U5. firms which con­ 
trolled 80 per cent of Chile’s 
copper production. 
No one could say for sure 
whether Edwards gained his 
audiences with Kissinger, Mit­ 
chell and Helms because of his 
business association with Kend­ 
all or because he was publisher 
(rf E l Mercurio, which the com­ 
mittee staff said served as “a 
major propaganda channel” for 
the CIA. 
According to Korry, that 
business association later be­ 
came even closer when Ed­ 
wards 
became 
international 
vice president for Pepsi Cola. 
The CIA failed to prevent Al- 
lende’s ascension to power, but 


E l Mercurio kept publishing 
with the help of $1.6 million in 
U S. money, according to the 
committee’s staff report. In re­ 
turn, the E l Mercurio chain of 
newspapers, with a total circu­ 
lation of 300,000, ran CIA-in­ 
spired articles, the report said. 
The entire CIA operation 
against Allende, which involved 
some $8 million over the three 
years he was in power, ended 
in September 1973 when he was 
toppled by a military coup in 
which the United States had no 
direct involvement, according 
to the staff report.

vocational-technical program. Davis said 
high schools are able to increase their state 
ratings by being able to offer such 
programs and that for many of them, 
having one centrally-located vocational- 
technical facility is the only feasible 
method of doing so. 
Davis added that SFCC is not required by 
law to accept area high school students in 
its vocational-technical program. His first 
obligation is to SFCC students, he said, but 
the number of students enrolling in 
vocational-technical courses is steadily 
increasing. 
Board members also reflected on the 
reasons for the tax levy’s defeat. They 
agreed that a primary cause was that no 
one understood what a vocational-technical 
program was. 
Board Chairman William Hopkins said 
he heard of “parents who told their own 
child they were going to vote against it, 
even though he was enrolled in the 
program.'

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford is likely to keep up the heat of his 
veto threat when the Senate next week 
begins scrutiny of the House-passed bill 
carrying $13 billion in personal tax cuts 
for 1976. 
Ford’s 2-month-old demand that any 
tax cut be tied to a lid on government 
spending was repeated Thursday when 
the President, in Peking, phoned House 
Republican Leader John J. Rhodes 
shortly before the final House vote on the 
tax bill. 
Rhodes later told reporters that Ford 
repeated his vow that “he positively 
would veto this bill if it did not have a 
ceiling” on federal spending linked to it. 
After getting thi§ word from Rhodes, 
the House narrowly rejected such a link­ 
up in the form of Ford’s proposed 1395- 
billion lid on federal spending for fiscal 
1977, the year starting next Oct. 1. 
The vote of 220 to 202 against a spend­ 
ing lid found 218 Democrats and two 
R e p u b lic a n s overpow ering 1^9 
Republicans and 63 Democrats. 
The tax cut then was approved 257 to 
168, with 225 D em ocrats and 32 
Republicans for the bill. 111 Republicans 
and 57 Democrats opposed. 


Key tax items: 


—Personal tax cut extensions: $13 
billion for 1976. Makes permanent 1975’s 
temporary hikes in minimum and max­ 


imum standard deductions used by those 
who do not itemize deductions on tax re­ 
turns. 
Creates, just for 1976, a new 2 per cent 
tax credit on first $12,000 of taxpayer’s 
taxable income — a general maximum 
$240 credit, or a general minimum credit 
of $30 per taxpayer, spouse and depen­ 
dent in family, whichever is greater. 


—Business tax cut extensions: $1.9 
billion for 1976 and $2.1 billion for 1977 by 
continuing temporary corporate tax rate 
adjustments by which 1975 law cut busi­ 
ness taxes $1.5 billion this year. 
Also $3.25 billion for 1977, $3.4 billion 
for 1978, $3.6 billion for 1979, and $3.7 
billion for 1980 by continuing temporary 
hike in investment tax credit to 10 per 
cent for all firms by which 1975 law cut 
business taxes $3.3 billion for 1975 and 
will cut them $3.3 billion for 1976. 


—Tax Shelter curbs: Limits use of 
various kinds of tax shelters, chiefly 
through having a limitation on artificial 
losses apply in many cases involving real 
estate, farming, some oil and gas wells, 
movie and television films, equipment 
leases and professional sports fran­ 
chises. Total tax hike $430 million for 
1976, in $400 million range by 1981. 


—Minimum tax: Hikes taxes on 
higher-income persons through changes 
in existing minimum tax on rich, a bid to 
end many cases of wealthy finding legal 
ways of avoiding paying regular kinds of 
Radical on the run 
poses as an oilman 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Abbie Hoffman, 
founder of the Yippies, author and 
perhaps the best known radical on the 
run, has worked as a teacher, posed as a 
wealthy Texas oilman and had three 
nose jobs during more than 20 months as 
a fugitive. 
Hoffman talked about life underground 
in two days of interviews with Jeff 
Nightbyrd, editor of the weekly Austin 
Sun. Nightbyrd wrote in a copyright 
story Thursday that Hoffman was in Tex­ 
as around Thanksgiving. 
Hoffman, one of the Chicago Seven 
charged and later cleared of disrupting 
the 1968 Democratic National Con­ 
vention, has been wanted in New York 
since he failed to appear in State 
Supreme Court on March 25.1974, to face 
charges of cocaine possession. 
Nightbyrd, who got to know Hoffman 
at the Woodstock rock festival and later 
in antiwar activities, said he hadn’t 
heard from Hoffman in two years when a 
woman contacted him on Hoffman’s 
behalf. 
The woman convinced him over the 
telephone she spoke for Hoffman by re­ 
counting how Nightbyrd lost $20 to Hof­ 
fman shooting pool in Miami. 
Nightbyrd said that he failed to re­ 
cognize Hoffman when he first saw him 
at a major Texas airport because Hof­ 
fman had disguised himself to look like a 
wealthy oilman. Nightbyrd said Hoffman 
told him that he had three nose opera­ 
tions since going underground. 
They wandered unrecognized in a ma­ 
jor Texas city, drove through the coun­ 
tryside and danced at a honky tonk 
saloon, Nightbyrd said. 
Asked about the impact of Patty 
Hearst’s arrest on the underground. Hof­ 
fman said, “Everybody freaked out for a 
number of reasons. No. 1, (the FBI) 
learned tons about how an underground 
works just from putting that much 
energy into a case. They began to un­ 
derstand an above-ground support sys­ 
tem. 
“No. 2, they got an incredible amount 
of publicity. They know where they score 
points, and who’s going to give them 
headlines. The FBI’s an enormous public 
relations firm. They always have been. 
“Patty’s situation was different from 
mine. I’d been helping people for four or 
five years and I had friends all over. Pat­ 
ty was kidnaped, then converted in five 
or six weeks. She only had six friends 
that were underground, and they were 
all in the same room. 
‘I have a variety of identities which I 
change from time to time. But even then 
it gets sticky. My face was known to 
thousands of people before, and I’m 
afraid someone will recognize me.” 
Nightbyrd said Hoffman has had at 
least two jobs since going underground, 
including a teaching job. 


He quoted Hoffman as saying, “I was 
at a party one night and this guy says, 
‘Hey, I know who you are!’ And I’m try­ 
ing to turn around so he won’t see my 
face while I’m edging toward the door. 
“ But this guy persists. ‘You’re, 
you’re....’ then blurts out real loud: 
‘Serpico!’ I was a downer. I showed him 
my driver’s license, and that convinced 
him I wasn’t Serpico. I hated to disap­ 
point him.” 
Nightbyrd said he was shocked when 
Hoffman said, “I think we better talk 
globally because I’ve adopted a much 
more orthodox Communist view ... I 
used to say I was an anarchist or maybe 
a hedonistic Communist, but around the 
world people understand the force that’s 
fighting for them is communism. ” 
Senate 
blocks 
filibuster 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate to­ 
day voted to block a filibuster against 
President Ford’s $2.3-billion loan bill to 
prevent New York City’s financial de­ 
fault. 
Democratic Majority Whip Robert C. 
Byrd of West Virginia said he is confi­ 
dent the Senate would pass the bill late 
today. “We will finish that bill no matter 
how long it takes,” he said Thursday. 
The 70 to 27 vote to block a filibuster by 
Sen. James Allen, D-Ala., followed an 
hour of debate between Allen and Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., chairman of 
the Senate Banking Committee. 
“In the event New York defaults, it 
means that overnight they will have to 
reduce their expenses by 50 per cent ... 
one out of every two policemen would 
have to be laid off. one out of every two 
schools closed ...,” Proxmire said. 
“The effect will not be on the bond 
holders or note holders but on the peo­ 
ple.” 
Allen repeated his objection that the 
bill has never been before a committee 
and said he would offer an amendment to 
cut the loan figure down to $1.3 billion.” 
Allen also said he would not be sur­ 
prised to see his threatened filibuster 
blocked and, asked about the bill’s final 
outcome, he said, “I don’t see a whole lot 
of necessity in delaying the matter once 
the issue has been decided. I wouldn’t be 
surprised either (if the bill passed) the 
way there’s been a tremendous scare 
campaign, public relations campaign, 
bank campaign. Democratic leadership 
campaign. Republican campaign, a big 
city campaign.

The House-passed bill does not in­ 
clude a continuation of two temporary 
features of the individual 1975 tax cut 
law. These features, due to expire Dec.

House gives 
approval to 
busing plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The House has 
approved a Senate plan to prohibit the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare from ordering desegregation 
plans which involve busing pupils beyond 
the nearest school. 
The move does not affect court- 
ordered busing, which is the origin of 
most controversial busing plans. 
The House voted 260 to 146 on Thursday 
for an amendment establishing the HEW 
busing limit, and rejected 259 to 133 an 
effort by Rep. Daniel Flood to soften its 
stand by continuing the current pro­ 
vision, which allows HEW-ordered bus­ 
ing to next-to-nearest schools also. 
The two-hour debate hinged more on 
procedure than busing, and Flood, D- 
Pa., said. “No matter how we feel about 
school busing, we should not change the 
law by tacking an amendment onto an 
appropriations bill.” 
Rep. Robert Bauman, R-Mo., said 
Flood’s proposal was “an absolute cop­ 
out on one of the most serious social is­ 
sues of our time.”

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Pain hinders youngsters' will to live

HOUSTON (AP) - You’re 6 
years- old, and you’ve been in 
bed, in a hospital, day after 
day, for weeks and weeks. 
You don’t understand what 
you’ve done wrong, but for 
some reason people are doing 
things to you that hurt. Today 
they stuck you with needles, 
and tomorrow it’ll be the same. 
Who knows what they’ll do the 
next day. 
You don’t get to see your 
friends, you can’t run and jump 
or go to school and even your 


mother and father are acting 
different^. 
Life’s no fun any more, but 
just pain and strangers and 
long, long hours of boredom. 
Somehow, it doesn’t seem 
worth it. Why go on and on and 
on? 
This, say doctors, is the clas­ 
sic line of reasoning for the 
very young and chronically ill 
who are hospitalized for long 
periods of time. 
This deep despair can bring 
on withdrawal, the loss of a 
will to live and eventually 
death. 
“All children interpret illness 


as a fprm of punishment,’’ says 
Dr. Barry Bowser, the chief of 
physical medicine at the Texas 
children’s Hospital here. 
For a child, a hospital can be 
the worst possible place to re­ 
ceive that punishment. 
“It’s a hostile environment,” 
said Bowser. “It’s painful. It’s 
unfriendly. 
There’s 
nothing 
good that happens. So, why not 
leave any way you can. 
One way is to just lose the 
will to live and to simply fade 
out, said the doctor. 
“Children can actually die for 
no real medical reason,” said 
Bowser. 


Finding a way to nurture that 
flickering will to live is a major 
problem for hospitals caring for 
the very young. At the Houston 
Medial Center, experts in 
communication and medicine 
are using television to battle 
the withdrawal syndrome of 
young patients. 
The Houston chapter of the 
American Women in Radio and 
Television, using $5,000 of its 
own funds, recently took over 
one channel of a closed circuit 
television system at the Medi­ 
cal Center and is programming 
it exclusively for sick children. 
The 
channel's shows are 


planned for patients aged 2 to 
13. Twenty-six buildings of the 
medical complex receive the 
closed circuit system and the 
special programming is ex­ 
pected to reach about 350 young 
hospital patients daily. 
It carries standard children’s 
programs, such as “Sesame 
Street,” “Lassie” and “Charlie 
Brown,” and also some pro­ 
grams 
designed 
to 
explain 
away fears of surgery and to 
stimulate the will to recover.

WASHINGTON (AP) - While 
Americans were spending about 
$58 million a year on nonpres­ 
cription drugs that promised ei­ 
ther to help them sleep at night 
or relax in the daytime, seven 
scientists were compiling a 308- 
page report that says all that 
money was spent in vain. 
It took three years for the ex­ 
perts to complete their study of 
nighttime sleep aids, daytime 
sedatives and stimulants and to 
make their report to the Food 
and Drug Administration. 
That report, presented to the 
FDA on Thursday, says they 
found there are serious ques­ 
tions about the drugs’ safety. 
Three members of the panel 
were so concerned that they ar­ 
gued 
that 
the 
brand-name 
items should be banned from 
the market at once. 
Dr. Karl Rickels of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, chair­ 
man of the advisory panel, pre­ 
dicted that in the future virtual­ 
ly all the products ultimately 
will be considered worthless 
and will be banned. 
The majority of the panel fa­ 
vored giving drug manufac­ 
turers a chance to prove their 
products have some usefulness. 
The committee told the FDA 
that the examination of 50 vol­ 
umes of research on the prod­ 
ucts turned up only one unques­ 
tionably safe ingredient — the 
stimulant caffeine. There are 23 
ingredients found in nonpres­ 
cription nighttime sleep aids, 
daytime sedatives and stimu­ 
lants, the panel said. 
The Proprietary Association, 
which represents nonprescrip­ 
tion drugmakers, accused the 
panel of “scientific bias

histamine compounds in both 
sleep aids and sedatives, and 
raised strong questions about 
the safety and effectiveness of 
any sedatives now sold without 
prescription. 
Referring to antihistamines, 
normally used to halt allergic 
reaction, the report said the 
drugs produce sedation as their 
most frequent side effects and 
probably are safe and effective 
sleep aids. But the panel said 
further study is needed to de­ 
termine correct dosage. 
“Its manifestations may vary 
from inability to concentrate, 
dizziness and uncoordination, to 
deep sleep,” it said. “The seda­ 
tive affect can be hazardous in 
ambulatory patients whose day­ 
time activities require mental 
alertness and motor coordina­ 
tion,” such as driving a car. 


Concerning 
nonprescription 
nighttime sleep aids, the panel 
concluded that some antihista­ 
mines “are probably useful at 
appropriate doses, in producing 
drowsiness and sleep. 
This 
same 
effect 
however, 
con­ 
stitutes the risk in daytime 
use.” 


The panel split 4 to 3 in rec­ 
ommending that sedative man­ 
ufacturers be given three years 
to conduct studies proving their 


case, but Rickels, also chief of 
psychiatry at Philadelphia Gen­ 
eral Hospital, said even the 
majority doubted that studies 
could demonstrate that non­ 
prescription sedatives are safe 
or worthwhile.

Straight facts about ulcers 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I had a 
bleeding ulcer perforate a year 
ago and had two-thirds of my 
stomach removed. What are my 
chances of the ulcer returning? 
The acid-stimulating nerves to 
my stomach were cut when I 
had my surgery. 
I can eat nearly anything with 
no bad sick spells. However, I 
worry a lot about the chances of 
the ulcer returning. I would 
really 
a p p re c ia te 
any 
information you can give me. 
Dear Reader — I’m happy to 
tell you that your chances of 
having a recurrence of your 
ulcer are quite small. In a 
combined series of patients 
from different hospitals studied 
for over eight years, less than 
three per cent with the same 
operation you had developed a 
recurrence. 
Most ulcer patients who are 
not bleeding and don’t have an 
obstruction or perforation can 
eat most foods. It is apparently 
not too important what such a 
patient eats as long as they eat 
regularly. The food helps to 
neutralize the acid digestive 
juice. 
The most important changes 
in habits for the ulcer patient 
include 
avoiding 
foods 
or 
beverages that contain caffeine. 
This 
drug 
stimulates 
the 
stomach to form excess acid 


digestive juices. So, you should 
not drink coffee (you can use 
decaffeinated 
brands), 
tea, 
colas or cocoa and should avoid 
chocolate. The other beverage 
that is a real no-no is alcohol. It 
too stimulates the stomach to 
produce massive amounts of 
acid digestive juice leading to 
ulcers. 
Finally, you and anyone else 
with any history of ulcers or 
ulcer-like problems should not 
use tobacco in any form. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — 
My 
mother read somewhere that 
deep knee bends tore out the 
ligaments in a person’s knees. 
My friend and I have bfeen doing 
deep knee bends to reduce our 
thighs with adequate results. 
Could you tell us if it is bad for 
us? 
Dear Reader—There is some. 


danger that as the knee is bent 
to the maximum amount under 
weight that you may put too 
much stress 
on structures in 
the knee joint. However, many 
people do deep knee bends and 
never have a problem. 
An alternative is to change 
your method. Instead of doing a 
full deep knee bend, kneel on 
one knee with the foot of the 
other leg forward and knee bent 
to a right angle. Then as you 
rise up lift your weight with the 
front leg. This will put a little 
more 
pull 
on 
your 
thigh 
muscles, but it will avoid 
overbending of the knee joint. 
Then kneel on the other knee 
and lift with the other leg. In 
general 
this 
is 
a 
very 
satisfactory and safe way to do 
knee bends.

DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to remove a 
stain from my choclate brown plush chair cushion. I believe 
it is from a soft drink spill but am not sure. Since there are no 
cleaning instructions on the chair I dare not experiment. I 
have the cushion turned upside down but if another spill 
occurs on that side I would feel like turning the entire chair 
upside down in embarrassment. — OLIV^I. 


DEAR OLIVE — Since you are not sure about the stains 
anything tried will be an experiment as different stains 
require different treatments. Assuming this to be a soft drink 
spot I would suggest spoiling with cold water, but do not let 
water seep through to stuffing. 
On non-washable items such as your chair rub detergent 
into stain and fabric. Rinse. Sponge with alcohol to remove 
any remaining detergent and also to help fabric dry quicker. 
Do test first for effect of alcohol on fabric as it coohl cause 
the color to run. There is a band of fabric under the cushions, 
around the edges, of most chairs that is a good place for 
testing .On acetates use two parts of water to one of alcohol. 
When dry brush up the nap. 
Remember this will he *n experiment and is done at your 
own risk since you do not know the fabric content nor are 
you sure about the cause of the stain. I have given what is 
recommended for soft drink stains. — POLLY.

Although Scott did not ampl­ 
ify on that statement, sources 
said he indicated to a closed 
meeting of Republican leaders 
that he would consider libel ac­ 
tion should he continue to be 
accused of wrongdoing. 


The Watergate special prose­ 
cutor’s office is investigating 
the allegations that Scott re­ 
ceived $10,000 a year in cash 
from Gulf, along with other 
Gulf money matters. 


Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, who came to Pitts­ 
burgh for the dinner honoring 
Pennsylvania Republican lead­ 
er George Bloom, said he was 
not concerned about the reports 
and charges that Scott had 
failed to respond to them. 
“ I haven’t seen anything of 
any substance that he did not 
comment on forthrightly, sim­ 
ply and flatly,” the vice presi­ 
dent said. 
But there are some who say 
Scott, who tagged himself “ The 
Affable Tiger,” was more a cat 
who ran out of his political nine 
lives. 


Scott’s biggest undoing was 
his hawkish support of the Viet­ 
nam war and his stauch de­ 
fense of both President Richard 
M. Nixon and Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew, who both quit 
in disgrace, forcing Scott to 
make a 180-degree turn f nd cry 
apologetically that he had been 
used and lied to. 


But despite his lame duck 
status, Scott isn’t tossing in the 
political towel completely. 
“ I will campaign in 1976 as 
hard as I know how to elect 
President Ford and our Re­ 
publican candidates at all lev­ 
els,” Scott said. 
His friends say he hopes to 
be a strong voice at the Re­ 
publican national convention 
next sujnmer in Kansas City, 
possibly as chairman of the 
Platform 
Committee, 
which 
would create the policy for the 
party’s presidential candidate. 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin, R- 
Mich., the assistant minority 
leader, and Sen. John G. Tow­ 
er, R-Tex, are considered likely 
candidates to succeed Scott in 
the leadership post.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - After 
33 years in Congress, Hugh 
Scott has decided to end his 
elective political career. 
There was no fanfare, no exit 
in a blaze of glory, as the 75- 
year-old Philadelphia lawyer 
called it quits at a Pittsburgh 
dinner honoring another Penn­ 
sylvania Republican. 
There was also no news con­ 
ference, which he had often 
used with consummate skill to. 
make his point during the 16 
years he served in the House 
and the 17 more in the Senate 
where he has been Minority 
Leader since 1969. He has 13 
months to go in his present 
term. 
In a brief, written statement 
Thursday night he said he 
would not seek re-election next 
year, alluding to his already 
long service to his state and his 
country and to a desire to 
spend more time in rest and 
recreation. 


Never once did Scott mention 
the current controversy raging 
around 
him, 
centering 
on 
charges he knew about illegal 
cash contributions to him from 
the Gulf Oil Corp. for almost 
two decades. 
Scott has been generally si­ 
lent since the Gulf story broke,

but his office released a re­ 
sponse on the subject. It said:

WASHINGTON - If Rep. Gilbert Gude, 
the Maryland Republican, has his way, that 
monstrous, $126-million new home of the 
FBI will no longer be called the J. Edgar 
Hoover Building. 


Like millions of Americans of every 
political stripe, Gude is incensed over re­ 
cent revelations that the 
man who made the FBI 
his fiefdom for 48 years 
was himself a lawbreaker 
in some shameful and 
brutal ways. 


What motivates Gude 
to introduce legislation 
designed to get Hoover’s 
Rowan 
name chiseled off that 
building is the admission by FBI officials 
that at Hoover’s urging the FBI waged a 
long campaign to smear the reputation of 
Dr. Martin Luther King, and even con­ 
cocted a bizarre scheme to provoke the late 
civil rights leader to commit suicide.

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The sordid world 
of heroin addiction 


When this newspaper decided 
back in mid-September to take 
another in-depth look at the drug 
situation in the community (the 
first was done 
in 
1970), the 
intention was to survey the whole 
field of drug abuse. We allocated 
about a month to get the job done. 


But once we started looking — 
and asking questions — it became 
apparent that this would be no 
routine 
story. 
Reporters 
soon 
began to uncover a sordid and 
complex web of illicit drug traffic, 
involving far more users and 
addicts than we had initially be­ 
lieved existed. 


The 
four-part 
series, 
which 
concluded yesterday, limited itself 
to the heroin traffic. This is not to 
say that drug abuse in Sedalia 
concerns only heroin. It doesn’t. A 
variety of illicit drugs are used in 
the community, not to mention the 
pervasive incidence of marijuana. 
But The Democrat-Capital chose to 
focus on heroin much in the same 
manner that a doctor will give his 
immediate 
attention 
to 
his 
patient’s most serious illness. 


Two reporters spent more than 
eight weeks probing the local 
heroin network. We talked with 
addicts, 
ex-addicts, 
small-time 
sellers, parents and other rela­ 
tives of addicts, convicts, doctors, 
informers 
and 
numerous 
law- 
enforcement officials. One reporter 
was told of six threats made against 
him, some involving his life. 


The picture that emerges from 


all this is not pretty, as the series 
indicated. We have described the 
shadow world of the heroin addict, 
the types of crime he commits to 
support his expensive habit — an 
aspect of the problem that is of 
vital concern to every Sedalian — 
and how heroin is marketed here 
with seeming impunity. 


Parents 
have 
told 
us 
in 
anguished terms how they tried to 
cope with a son or daughter on 
heroin. Some addicts could not 
cope at all, and ended up taking 
their lives, according to Bothwell 
Hospital’s social services director. 


Sedalia has emerged as one of 
the leading centers for heroin 
traffic in the state. It is even a 
magnet for heroin addicts from 
other more populous areas, who 
evidently feel safe enough to come 
here to buy their supplies. 


This raises what is really the 
central question. If this newspaper 
was able to uncover the appalling 
situation — and we by no means 
claim we’ve learned about all of it 
— why have law enforcement agen­ 
cies not been able to do the 
same thing? If they are aware of it 
— and there is evidence that they 
are — why is there such apparent 
complacency? 
It is up to the people of this 
community, 
whose 
sons 
and 
daughters 
and 
grandsons 
and 
granddaughters are on the front 
lines of what can only be viewed as 
a battleground, to demand answers 
to that question.

Hoover’s actions against King were so des­ 
picable, so gross a violation of the trust the 
nation accorded him, that millions of 
Americans feel the nation is dishonored 
every day Hoover’s name remains on the 
building. 
Some insist that the building itself is so 
ugly that it is an ironically fitting 
monument to Hoover. 


But there are two serious questions we 
must ask ourselves: 


1. Can the FBI ever regain the respect 
and trust of all segments of Americans as 
long as Hoover’s name hovers over it? 


Aside from his violations of law, J. Edgar 
Hoover was a racist egomaniac. Who else, 
under criticism by the late Robert F. 
Kennedy in 1961 because of the absence of 
blacks in the FBI, would make five 
chauffeurs special agents so he could claim 
the FBI had five black special agents out of 
5,500? In dozens of ways, Hoover operated 


the FBI on the notion that the civil rights 
movement was inherently subversive. 


As long as Hoover's name remains 
synonymous with the FBI, 25 million black 
Americans and probably more white 
Americans will view the FBI as suspect — 
if not an enemy. 
Neither the FBI nor the nation can 
afford that. 
2. Yet, do we want to let the removal of 
Hoover’s name become an easy way to 
assuage a broader national guilt? 
Virtually every congressman who voted 
in 1972 to name that building after Hoover 
was 
aware 
of 
Hoover's 
attempted 
character assassination where Dr. King 
was concerned; some surely harbored 
doubts about the FBI’s pursuit of justice 
where the actual physical assassination of 
Dr. King was concerned. 
One of the reasons I was able to write the 
truth about Hoover in 1969 was that the 
late Rep. John Rooney, D-N.Y., had taken 


me aside in 1964 to tell me what Hoover 
was doing. Rooney was the powerful 
chairman 
of 
the 
Appropriations 
subcommittee which decided on the level 
of funding 
of 
the 
FBI, 
the 
State 
Department and the U.S. Information 
Agency (which I headed). Rooney warned 
me that Hoover was titillating congressmen 
with gossip about Dr. King by way of 
showing what a great investigative agency 
he headed, thus bolstering his claim to 
more agents and money. 


But Rooney never said publicly what he 
whispered to me privately. In fact, he used 
FBI agents on his subcommittee staff to 
investigate the money claims of other 
agencies. He and the other congressmen 
gave Hoover virtually every dollar he asked 
for. 


Maybe it was fear of Hoover and his 
secret files (Lyndon B. Johnson admitted 
to such fears) or fear of Hoover’s grossly 
inflated public reputation (which seemed

Past presidents 
not dumb on CIA

Intelligence Committee was unable to pin 
down any proof that past presidents 
authorized the CIA to assassinate foreign 
leaders. 


Top CIA officials, however, have now 
broken their silence on this subject. They 
have told us categorically that all the 
assassination 
plots 
had 
White 
House 
approval. 


To avoid embarrassing a president, no 
written record was kept. This provided the 
presidents with what the Senate report 
calls “ plausible deniability." But the CIA 
officials have given us this rundown: 


i-*'Eisenhower Administration — The 
late CIA chief Allen Dulles personally 
consulted President Eisenhower about the 
plot 
to 
poison 
the 
Congo’s 
Patrice 
Lumumba. Dulles had a tendency to talk in 
circles. He probably used delicate words in 
discussing the assassination plot. 


But he came back and reported to 
associates that Ike had authorized the plot 
to kill Lumumba. 


✓ Kennedy Administration — The late 
Robert Kennedy, according to our sources, 
took a personal interest in the effort to 
eliminate Cuba's Fidel Castro. Kennedy 
pursued the details down through the 
lower levels. He had full knowledge of the 
“ executive action plan," as the plot against 
Castro was known 


Our sources weren't privy to Robert 
Kennedy's private conversations with his 
brother, the president. But our sources 
regard it as highly unlikely that Robert 
withheld anything from his brother 


In any event. President Kennedy put 
Robert in charge of a counterinsurgency 
committee, called 
the Special Group, 
which concentrated cn harassing Castro. 
The president's brother complained about 
the use of mobsters to kill Castro but 
approved of the plot, our sources swear. 


✓John son Administration — President 
Johnson, upon being advised of the CIA 
plots to assassinate foreign leaders, made it 
clear he didn't want to know about them. 
There were some activities, he indicated, 
that the president shouldn't be told about. 


Or as one source put it: 
“ Lyndon 


Johnson was really quite sagacious in 
staying away from anything that might 
later blow up in his face.’’ 


LBJ, 
therefore, 
was 
not 
informed 
personally about the continuing effort to 
knock off Castro. 


✓ Nixon Administration — President 
Nixon was given an oral briefing on the 
assassination attempts, a briefing which 
might have been recorded on the secret 
White House tapes. 


Our sources say Nixon was “ gung ho 
about covert activities, that he personally 
ordered CIA chief Richard Helms to 
foment 
a 
coup 
against 
Chile's 
late 
President Salvador Allende. But Nixon 
gave no assassination orders. 


Clearly, not only the CIA but the White 
House must be restricted against using 
murder as an instrument of U.S. foreign 
policy. 
★ ★ ★ 


SOVIET 
HARASSMENT: 
American 
tourists have come home from Russia with 
stories of harassment, apparently because 
they were Jewish. 


U.S. Jewish leaders have told us the 
mistreatment is still rare, but^hey fear it 
could be the beginning of a campaign to 
discourage Jewish visitors. 


For example, a Miami physician. Dr. 
Joel Sandberg, and his wife, Adele, spent 
10 days in Russia earlier this year seeing 
the sights and visiting Jewish families. . 


In Kishinev, they spent four evenings 
with Mark Abramovich, a Soviet Jew who 
had asked to go to Israel. “ We went to 
Mark’s apartment openly," the Sandbergs 
told our associate Jo e Spear. "N o officials 
ever told us not to visit him. We can 
emphatically state that they said nothing 
against the Soviet Union." 


Yet the Sandbergs, apparently because 
of their brief association with Abramovich, 
were grilled for 10 hours. They were 
accused of being Israeli spies, of smuggling 
documents, of engaging in “ hostile" acts 
against the Soviet Union 


They were told that they wouldn't be 
going home for four or five years, that they 
wouldn't be seeing their three children for 
a long time. Several times, Adele Sandberg 
broke down and wept. 


In the end, the Sandbergs were packed 
off to Romania. The local Communist 
paper later portrayed them as Zionist 
agents and excoriated Abramovich as a 
man who “ slanders the country that had 
raised him.’’ Such public denunciation 
often is a prelude to a trial and sentence. 


Another Miami couple, Ralph and 
Miriam Gordqn, were taking pictures in 
Soviet Armenia last September when 
Ralph suddenly died of a heart attack. The 
Soviets forcibly injected Miriam with 
medication, interrogated her for hours and 
accused her of slipping poison into her 
husband's vodka martini. She was allowed 
to return home after several anxious days. 


Footnote: The State Department has 
lodged 
official 
protests 
over 
the 
maltreatment of American citizens. Our 
calls to the Soviet embassy were not 
returned. 


In London on Jan. 20,1775, the 
weary William Pitt, Earl of 
Chatham, took the floor of the 
House of Lords and delivered a 
blistering attack on his 
colleagues: 
“ Resistance to 
your Acts was necessary as it 
was just, and your vain 
declarations of the o m ­ 
nipotence of Parliament, and 
your imperious doctrines of the 
necessity of submission, will be 
found equally impotent to con­ 
vince or enslave your fellow- 
subjects in America.” Chatham 
was the foremost of the friends 
of America in Parliament, The 
World Almanac recalls. 


to motivate John F. Kennedy to keep him 
on after the age of mandatory retirement), 
but the shameful truth is that when the 
blackmailing of Dr. King was going on 
there was no clamor of indignation in 
Congress. 


And when Hoover fanned agents out 
around the country to spread malicious 
stories about Dr. King, most editors knew 
the FBI was waging a campaign of 
defamation. But which editor wrote an 
angry editorial denouncing such FBI 
tactics? 


I just don’t know whether we ought to 
chisel Hoover’s name off the FBI building 
so that vital agency can get out from under 
his shadow, or whether we ought to leave it 
there as a permanent reminder of what can 
happen when those who are the supposed 
sentinels of liberty become cowardly, 
fearful or indifferent.

As long as your kids believe in Santa 
Claus, you don’t have much problem with 
where to hide Christmas gifts. But when 
they begin to realize that Santa is really the 
Old Man, you’ve got problems.

Any kid old enough to read a mail order 
catalogue with a pencil between his teeth is 
wise to most of the hiding places that 
worked when you were his age. These 
include the closet shelf, bureau drawers, 
the attic and that old favorite, under the 
bed. 
Here are a few places that have worked 
for me over the years: 
Deep Freeze — This can be an effective 
place of concealment, but one should be 
careful in what you select to put in it. I 
would advise against using this spot if you 
are giving tropical fish for Christmas or 
those dolls that wet their pants. 
School 
Book 
Bagsrp-These 
will 
sometimes be brought hoilie by children 
who have homework, once Christmas 
vacation starts. They make an ideal hiding 
place for all sorts of gifts both before and 
after Christmas. 
Washing Machine—This is one of the 
best hiding places in the house. Husbands 
should make it a point to tell their wives, 
however, after placing something there. 
Otherwise, allow two days drying time. 
Behind the Children’s Classics set—The 
one you bought your son two years ago 
because the brochure said you couldn’t 
afford to deny him such a treasure. Be sure 
to blow the dust off before removing 
volumes. 
One of the most imaginative places I’ve 
heard of involved taping a small gift to the 
inside of the toilet storage tank lid. This is 
not recommended for items susceptible to 
rust.

Shooting spree leaves 
three dead in Virginia 


BLACKSBURG, Va. (AP) - 
“We saw their pistok, but we 
thought they must be shooting 
blanks. 
Nobody 
just 
starts 
shooting like that.” 
Henry Moon, a Virginia Tech 
student, spoke Thursday from 
his hospital bed about a shoot­ 
ing spree that left three per­ 
sons dead. Moon and four oth­ 
ers were wounded. 
The dead were Virginia Tech 
horticulture Prof. Fred Dreil- 
ing, 55; his wife, Joan, 52; and 
Gregory Lugar, 23, of Roanoke, 
one of the gunmen who alleged­ 
ly killed the Dreilings, then 
wounded and abducted their 
daughter. 
Lugar was killed in an ex­ 
change of gunfire with state 
and Montgomery County police 
after he was flushed from a 
trailer home shortly after 7 
a.m. Thursday and wrecked his 
getaway car. 
Two other Roanoke men were 
arrested without resistance ear­ 
lier and charged in connection 
with the shooting rampage in 
Blacksburg, a university city in 
western Virginia. 
John Robert Collins, 19, was 
taken into custody early Thurs­ 
day in Salem and held on two 
charges of murder for the 
Dreiling slayings. Art Fuller, 
20, was arrested in Blacksburg 
Wednesday night and charged 
with malicious wounding in the 
Moon shooting. 
Police said the rampage be­ 
gan when Lugar, Collins and 
Fuller encountered Moon and a 
group of other Virginia Tech 
students as the students walked 


to a party on “fraternity row” 
about 9:20 p.m. Wednesday. 
Words were exchanged, Moon 
told police, and one of the men 
shot him. 
“There were six of us walk­ 
ing down the street when we 
met these three guys going the 
other way,” said Moon. “They 
looked drunk 
You could 
smell liquor all over them. 
“We didn’t say a word to 
them,” Moon said. “We just 
kept on walking but then we 
felt this ice — like a cup of ice 
or a snowball — hit us on the 
back.” 
“We all turned around togeth­ 
er, but all we could see was 
sparks and fire. We saw their 
pistols, but we thought they 
must be shooting blanks.... But 
then I realized I couldn’t move. 
I was numb from the waist 
down.” 
Authorities said that after the 
shootings on fraternity row 
Wednesday night, the gunmen 
entered the Dreilings’ home 
where the professor and his 
wife were shot to death and 
their 27-year-old daughter, Ca­ 
rol, was taken hostage. Fuller 
was arrested the same night in 
Blacksburg, but Lugar and Col­ 
lins escaped with Miss Dreiling. 
The gunmen wounded a po­ 
liceman in nearby Christian- 
sburg, police said. Miss Dreil­ 
ing escaped when her abduc­ 
tors fled into the woods. 
Collins hitchhiked to Salem, 
where he was arrested early 
Thursday. 
After Lugar was flushed out 
of the trailer home, police said

LOUIS (AP) — An unem­ 
ployed man who donned a sand­ 
wich-board sign spelling out his 
job qualifications and paraded 
Thursday night in front of the 
Powell Symphony Hall found 
success in his unique job hunt. 


Michael P. Manning, 28, re­ 
ceived three tentative job of­ 
fers, the service of one employ­ 
ment agency and two free con­ 
cert tickets from persons enter­ 
ing the symphony. 


Explaining his actions, the 
Edwardsville, 111., man said, 
“Well, I've been a symphony- 
goer for the last couple of 
years, and I noticed that a lot 
of people at the symphony 
seem to own businesses or are 
generally successful people. I 
thought they might have an 
opening.” 


Manning 
said 
executives 
from a stock brokerage, a book 
company and a manufacturing- 
firm told him to call them to­ 
day for possible jobs. 
The sign Manning carried for 
an hour and a half before the 
concert said “ hire a vet” and 
also 
contained 
information 
about himself, he said. 
“Then I also had I want a 
job, not unemployment’ on the 
sign. I think that really corked 
them,” Manning added. 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Econ­ 
omist Milton Friedman pre­ 
dicted here Thursday that the 
annual rate of inflation will in­ 
crease to a range of 12 to 15 
per cent by about the end of 
next year. 
“The inflation rate will be up 
and we will be happy to get it 
down to 10 per cent,” the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago economist 
told a business conference. 
Friedman said the country 
now is satisfied with trimming 
the 12 per cent inflation of a 
year ago to 6 per cent. Latest 
figures showed an annual in­ 
flation rate of 72 per cent. 
Friedman 
said 
politicians 
who give in to demands for in­ 
creased government spending 
to speed the current recovery 
are partly to blame for what he 
predicted would be record in­ 
flation in the United States in a 
year or more. He based his 
prediction on studies of the in­ 
flationary cycles of the past 20 
years. 
He questioned whether Great 
Britain would be able to main­ 
tain its democratic institutions 
while fighting an inflation rate 
of 25 per cent. “I think there is 
a real question that Great Brit­ 
ain will survive as a democra­ 
cy. They may have the loss of 
freedom and political democra­ 
cy,” he said. 
Friedman blamed inflation 
worldwide as well as in the 
United States on public accept­ 
ance of the idea that govern­ 
ment is responsible for provid­ 
ing full employment and the 
practice of printing money to 
finance government deficits. 
He illustrated the first point 
by recalling President Grover 
Cleveland’s veto of a disaster 


relief bill in the late 19th Centu­ 
ry. “It is the duty of the people 
to support the government, not 
the government to support the 
people,” Cleveland said in that 
veto message. 
“Can you imagine any presi­ 
dent sending a veto message 
like that to Congress today?” 
Friedman asked the business 
conference. “Can you even 
imagine a President thinking of 
sending a message like that to 
Congress?”

The Democrat-Capital has uncovered an alleged link between 
police corruption and drugs in Sedalia through interviews with 
drug users and former police officers. 
“One thing I’d like to see you bring out,’’ said one former 
policeman of the investigation, “is that I went to extensive 
efforts to make a case on (the heroin pusher) and I met total 
resistance and opposition within the department.’’ 
Of the more than 60 persons interviewed during The 
Democrat-Capital’s probe, all drug users, as well as framer 


members of the police department, identified the same 
individual as the exclusive heroin pusher in Sedalia. 
Police officers reported the pusher was known to high-ranking 
members of the force. 
Alarmed by the increase in heroin use and failure of the police 
to combat the problem, one former officer said he turned to 
federal agents for help. 
“I told them, ’We’ve got one hell of a heroin problem here afid 
the police won’t do anything about it, because one, they are 
incompetent, and two, they are crooked,’ ’’ he recalled. 
The former police officer assisted federal agents in 
surveillance of the local heroin dealer about a year ago. 


Later, an officer overheard one policeman telling other 
officers: “I heard that (the officer) is watching (the pusher). By 
golly, we ought to go over there and tell (the pusher) just to 
screw him up.” 
The Democrat-Capital unearthed many claims of police 
misconduct related to drugs. One officer, in particular, has been 
accused by several sources of taking pay-offs and selling drugs. 
“I don’t know about selling,” one officer said, “but a lot of 
(confiscated) stuff just disappears.”

A former drug dealer told The Democrat-Capital, 1 myself 
bought a kilo of Colombian pot from (the police officer)...” He 
also said he understood the marijuana had been confiscated 
during a drug raid. 
Another dealer said, “I had some coke (cocaine) to sell and it 
was late one night and this off-duty cop pulls me over. He 
hopped out and I thought, uh, oh, I’m busted. Well, he takes my 
coke and tries to get me to make a deal to set up a certain party, 
but I said I wasn’t going to play that game. He was going to get 
me to set this other man up to get off the charge (of possession 
of cocaine). But I wouldn’t do it, so he let me go. But he kept the 
stuff.” 
One source told a former police officer of being on hand when

the officer in question entered the local heroin pusher’s house 
unannounced. He said the pusher and the policeman walked 
into a room to be alone. Both emerged a few minutes later and 
«the policeman left without saying a word. “You can draw your 
own conclusions about that,” one drug investigator said. 
A youth said he remembered the accused officer “tried to sell 
to me, but I never would buy, because you never knew if he was 
going to turn around and bust you.” 
Several young people carried the accusations to policemen 
they trusted that the named officer had tried to sell them drugs. 
“So many young people came to me with these accusations (of 
the same officer trying to sell drugs) that it got to be depressing. 
I felt I couldn’t do anything about it,” recalled one ex­ 
policeman. 
This from another former officer: “I always felt I had a good 
rapport with the kids. I think I got a reputation for being fair. 
When I’d talk to them they’d say things like, ‘Why don’t you 
people get off your a- and do something about (the named 
officer)? He’s selling dope.” 
Once, while counseling a youth regarding a family

Abortion: question of 


residence, civil rights

Preparing for a whirlwind schedule of 
appearances Thursday, Dr. J. C. Willke, 
Cincinnati, one of the nation’s leading pro­ 
life advocates, said in a press conference at 
the Holiday Inn that the right-to-life 
controversy “is not particularly a religious 
issue, but, primarily, a civil rights issue.” 


He compared the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision 
legalizing 
non-therapeutic 
abortions to the court's action in the Dred 
Scott case more than a century earlier. In 
the Scott case, Willke noted, it was held 
that Negroes were not entitled to the rights 
and privileges of citizenship. At that time, 
he continued, persons opposed to this 
ruling were told slave-owning was not 
mandatory. 
This 
situation 
was 
later 
corrected 
by 
the 
13th 
and 
14th 
Amendments to the Constitution outlawing 
slavery and guaranteeing due process of 
law. 
"Now, we are starting all over again," he 
said. “What should have been settled by 
these constitutional amendments is again 
being questioned. Before the Civil War, the 
United 
States 
discriminated 
against 
persons because of their skin color. Now it 
is discriminating against persons because 
of their place of residence (the womb). 


“Just like it was more than 100 years ago, 
people are now saying abortions are 
permissible 
because 
they 
are 
not 
mandatory,” he continued. “ You don’t have 
to have one if you don’t want to. Slavery 
wasn’t mandatory either, but that didn’t 
make it right.” 
Again alluding to the past, Willke said 
the current movement against the Supreme 


Court’s abortion decision is much stronger 
than 
the 
pre-Civil 
War 
actions 
of 
abolitionists who opposed slavery. 
“We are concerned about the rights of 
every person to life, not just infants in 
wombs but old and terminally ill persons,” 
he said. “Every argument that can be used 
against abortion can also be used against 
euthanasia (mercy killing)." 
Responding to the comment that some 
persons have accused pro-life groups of 
employing scare tactics by distributing 
colored pictures of aborted fetuses, Mrs. 
Willke, who is equally involved in this area. 
said she considered the pictures no more 
offensive than some of those which 
appeared in the news media depicting 
incidents in the Vietnam war. 
“We are not attempting to scare anyone 
per se, but to just present the situation the 
way it is... ghastly, grim, emotional and 
ugly,” she said, “ ...if people get emotional 
after seeing these pictures, they should feel 
that way because they are seeing evidence 
of man’s greatest brutality against the 
littlest member of the human race.” 
Mrs. Willke also countered the argument 
of some women that pro-life advocates 
should not try to force their morality upon 
other people. 


“What do they think they’re doing to the 
child inside them?” she asked . “These 
women ask not to have morality forced 
upon them, but they feel it is permissible to 
force their morality upon their unborn 
child.” 


Using the term “chambers” rather than 
“clinics” when referring to specialized 
abortion centers, Dr. Willke said he felt his 
term more appropriate because “at least 
half of the people who go in there (all 
fetuses) do not come out alive.” 
Dr. Willke also said there is no scientific 
evidence yet that can categorically prove 
that an unwanted pregnancy inevitably 
results in an unwanted child. 
Mr. and Mrs. Willke also spoke Thursday 
with local lawyers, doctors and nurses, at 
State Fair Community College, at Sacred 
Heart High School, and at Smith-Cotton 
High School. 


Chinese give Ford news 
of missing servicemen 


PEKING (AP) — China, in an ap­ 
parent good will gesture aimed at filling 
an information gap, gave President Ford 
word Thursday that seven U.S. serv­ 
icemen listed as missing in action during 
or before the Vietnam war were dead. 
The news, which will end a long wait 
for seven American families, came as 
Ford’s 
four-day China 
summit 
talks 
wound up and he prepared to leave for 
Indonesia. 
No other major announcements or 
specific agreements were made. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
said that Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping 
had informed Ford that the Chinese have 
the bodies of two of the Americans and 
were able to supply information about 
what happened to the five others. 
Kissinger said the men had been miss­ 
ing in action in or near China, but he said 


further details would be withhheld until 
next of kin were notified. 
The Chinese gesture was announced 
after Ford declared, in effect, that the 
United States and China both oppose any 
Soviet expansion by military force. 
In toasting his Chinese hosts at a final 
state banquet, Ford said the two nations 
were in agreement in “fundamental op­ 
position to the efforts of others to impose 
hegemony in any part of the world. ” 
The President did not mention the Sov­ 
iet Union directly but his audience in the 
massive Great Hail of the People clearly 
caught his meaning. 
Concern about Soviet military might 
and intentipns is recognized as the glue 
th: c keeps the Chinese-American rela­ 
tionship together. 
In responding to Ford’s toast, Teng 
was remarkably bland, failing even to 


bring up again Chinese fears about 
Ford’s quest for detente with the Soviet 
Union. 
Instead, Teng talked about beneficial, 
earnest and significant summit con­ 
versations conducted in a friendly at­ 
mosphere. 
Teng, who substituted throughout Ford’s 
four-day visit for ailing Premier Chou En- 
lai, acknowledged that “naturally there are 
differences of principle between us” but 
asserted that China and the United States 
“face problems of mutual concern and 
share many common points.’ ’ 
Presumably it was more than coin­ 
cidence that Ford’s toast text said “we 
have im p o rtan t com m on p oints” 
although differences were natural “in a 
relationship between two countries 
w hose id eo lo g ies, so c ie tie s and 
circumstances diverge.” 


The points of difference center around 
detente and continued U.S. diplomatic 
recognition of the Nationalist Chinese 
government on Taiwan. 


In his toast, Ford pledged continued 
moves toward “normalization of rela­ 
tions” with China — another term for es­ 
tablishment of formal diplomatic ties. 


Kissinger later told a news conference 
that “there is no agreed calendar” on 
breaking U.S. relations with Taiwan, a 
prerequisite to setting up an embassy in 
Peking. 


He said China had made clear that it 
would accept the Japanese model in con­ 
cluding relations with the United States. 
The Japanese switched recognition from 
Taipei to Peking in 1972 but controlled 
trade, economic and cultural contacts 
with Taipei.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The govern­ 
ment reported Thursday that prices 
were unchanged at the wholesale level in 
November, softening some of the in­ 
flationary pressure which had plagued 
the economy this fall. 
Another government report indicated 
an improvement in the business spend­ 
ing which economists consider essential 
to sustain the apparently slowing re­ 
covery. 
The Labor Department said lower 
prices for farm products and an increase 
in industrial goods and commodities left 
the wholesale price index for November 
unchanged after adjustment for seasonal 
factors. 


Government economists cautioned 
that the November stabilization is better 
than what can be expected in the months 
ahead. 
But “any way that you look at it, I 
think it’s good news,” said Commerce 
Department economist James L. Pate of 
the November report. 
The stabilization came after four con­ 
secutive months of increase in wholesale 
prices, including an October jump of 1.8 
per cent, which was the largest of the 
year. For the three months ended in Oc­ 
tober, wholesale prices had jumped at an 
annual rate of 13.5 per cent, compared to 
a six-tenths of one per cent annual rate of 
increase this spring. 


The report left wholesale prices 3.7 per 
cent ahead of where they were a year 
ago in November. That marked the 
smallest rise over such a period since 
prices showed the same increase for the 
12 months ended in April, 1972. A year 
ago, wholesale prices were 23.5 per cent 
ahead of where they were 12 months ear­ 
lier. 
The statistics do not translate directly 
into the over-all rate of inflation con­ 
sumers can expect in the months ahead. 
But trends in wholesale prices do 
gradually work their way up to the con­ 
sumer level and represent the basic in­ 
flationary pressures percolating through 
the economy. 


Seeking island's independence 
Rebels seize consulate; 
one train passenger killed 


AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands (AP) 
— South Moluccan extremists waged 
twin terror actions in Holland on Thurs­ 
day in their struggle for an East Indies 
homeland. 
They seized the Indonesian consulate 
in Amsterdam with 21 children and at 
least 15 other hostages. Ninety miles to 
the north, comrades holding a hijacked 
train since Tuesday led one of their 38 
hostages to the door and shot him. 
The extremists are from among 40,000 
natives of the South Molucca Islands of 
Indonesia who fled or were expelled to 
the Netherlands since an abortive upris­ 
ing against Jakarta rule in 1950, the year 
after the Dutch granted independence to 
Indonesia. 
In a typed message from the Beilen 
gunmen relayed by a mediator, the 
Moluccans said, “We are doing this 
because the people ir. the train and the 
Dutch people did not approach tlie Dutch 
government 25 years ago when great in­ 
justice was done to our people.” The 
statement was signed: “ Free South 
Moluccan Youth.” 


The Netherlands cannot grant them a 
homeland now and there was no realistic 
expectation that Indonesia would. 
Dutch Premier Joop den Uyl said the 
consulate occupation in Amsterdam and 
the train hijacking in Beilen 90 miles to 
the north were connected. He called it a 
“horrible situation” and the propects 
“very somber.” 
Officials said a large group of South 
Moluccans was observed moving toward 
Beilen from Assen, a town 10 miles to the 
north where many South Moluccans live. 
Authorities said the purpose of the move 
was not known. 
The Defense Ministry placed all Royal 
Marines and state police across Holland 
on full alert. 


Authorities gave these accounts of the 
two sieges: 


In Amsterdam, six South Moluccans 
armed with a carbine, pistol and knives 
stormed the Indonesian consulate build­ 
ing at midday. 
The building also houses an Indonesian 
school and a travel agency, and the 


gunmen herded 21 children and the 
patrons of the agency to an upper floor. 
In all, the gunmen were believed to 
hold between 50 and 60 hostages in the 
consulate building. 
Four consulate staffers escaped by 
clim bing down a rope. All were 
hospitalized; one was wounded by rebel 
gunfire and the three others were injured 
in the escape. Three other staffers inside 
the consulate were believed wounded in 
the initial burst of gunfire. 
The rebels hoisted the red, white and 
green flag of their “Republic of the 
Moluccas” over the consulate as police 
and armed vehicles quickly cordoned the 
building off. 
Police delivered food, including two 
large crates of milk to the occupied con­ 
sulate in early evening Officers said that 
the gunman asked for the Rev. S. 
Metiary to serve as mediator The South 
Moluccan clergyman had mediated in 
Beilen the previous day. 
In Beilen, the five gunmen holding 
more than three dozen hostages in a 
stranded train shot another one of their 


captives during a lull in negotiations. 
They threatened to shoot the rest of the 
hostages one by one if their demands 
were not met.

State Fair Community College 
failed once again Tuesday to win 
voter support for another step 
toward a permanent campus. The 
proposal, to add 60 cents to the 
college’s operating levy for one 
year to build a vocational-technical 
education building, got only 43 per 
cent of the vote. 


The 
turnout 
(particularly 
in 
Sedalia) was light compared to 
other elections, with 7,468 patrons 
of the district going to the polls. 
But the defeat was the sharpest on 
record. 


Benton 
County, 
which 
has 
traditionally been opposed to levies 
for capital improvements at the 
college, fairly trounced Tuesday s 
ballot. Less than 20 per cent of the 
votes cast were in favor of the levy 
increase. 


Passage would have required 
only a simple majority vote. 


In view of Tuesday s setback, 
about the only course that appears 
open to the college at this point is 
to hunker down and do the best it 
can 
with 
what 
it 
has 
in 
vocational-technical facilities 
Eventually, as the benefits to be 
derived 
from 
a 
permanent 


vocational-technical 
facility 
on 
campus become more apparent to 
voters (seeing as they do the results 
of existing programs), the needed 
levy will probably be passed. 


We see little to be gained in 
castigating the voters for their 
alleged irresponsibility, since it is 
these voters, and no others, who 
eventually will be the ones to pass 
some sort of bond issue or levy if 
the 
State 
Fair campus is to 
continue to be developed. 


Certainly the size of the levy was 
a big factor Tuesday. Although it 
made good sense in terms of saving 
money over the long haul, the 60- 
cent increase evidently scared off 
many voters. It is an open question 
whether a conventional 20-year 
bond issue would have even fared 
as well. Also given the advantage to 
be gained from needing only a 
simple majority, the college made 
the better choice. 


Although State Fair Community 
College has taken its lumps in 
recent years at the hands of the 
voters, we would counsel not losing 
heart. There will come the day 
when it gets what it needs.

Merry-go-round 
Memories recalled 


of Walter Winchell

WASHINGTON 
- 
When 
Walter 
Winchell died in 1972, he left behind a 
collection of last gripes and reminiscenses. 
These have just been published by Prentice- 
Hall 


“Winchell Exclusive,” as the book is 
called, recalled 
for me one of 
the 
unforgettable 
characters 
of 
my early 
muckraking years. 
Winchell was a New York City urchin, on 
his own at 13. By 19, he was a song-and- 
dance man on the Orpheum circuit. He 
en tered 
“ new spapering 
as 
an 
indefatigable ad salesman and collector of 
show biz items for an obscure Tin Pan 
Alley rag. 
Out of it all — the clickety-clack of iron 
wheels on endless rails, the one-night 
stands on a thousand Main Streets, the 
tense, terse pace of Manhattan and its 
gladiators — Winchell got into his bones an 
instinct for the rhythm, the sense of 
expectancy, 
the 
titillations 
and 
gut 
interests that moved America during the 
second third of this century. 


He carved out for himself a beat at which 
the threads of mass interest intersected: 
Broadway, Hollywood, Gangland, G-men, 
spies, night club “souse-iety” and the 
emoUonal fever zones of national poliUcs 
— FDR, anti-Hitlerism, anti-communism. 


With a dot, dot, dot to separate subjects, 
he 
would 
dash 
from 
international 
cataclysms to trivial gossip; he knew that 
there were millions out there who really 
wanted to know that Mr. and Mrs. so-and- 
so were “infanticipating.” 


To this beat he brought a new style, a 
staccato delivery, yet a voice so artisUcally 
honed as to be able instantly to shift into a 
mellow, one-on-one intimacy. 


To fit his frantic pace, he coined new 
words: 
“ debutram p,” 
“ playbore,” 
“swelegant,” 
“Chicagorilla.” 
And 
he 
created an image he never tired of playing 
— the brash, shirt-sleeved, cigarette- 
drooping. hat-pushed back. Front Page 
newshark, pounding a telegraph key, racing 
the clock. 
When things got dull at the Stork Gub 
around 4 a.m., he would prowl the streets 


in his car, tracking the calls on his special 
police radio. The echo of the siren was in 
his phrases. Above all, he gave daily ansers 
to the big questions — “What’s going to 
happen tomorrow?” — which moved his 
generation much as ours turns on “What 
went wrong yesterday?” 


Winchell and his era are put in focus by a 
fascinating 
introduction 
to 
the 
book 
written by 
the 
noted 
newsman and 
personality, 
Ernest 
Cuneo. 
WincheU’s 
street-educated mind, Cuneo says, was 
narrow but almost preternaturally incisive. 


On a chance encounter with the British 
ambassador in the days before Munich, 
WW asked: “What is Great Britain going to 
do about Hitler?” 


“We shall try to fatten the tiger without* 
strengthening him,” was the reply. 


Winchell snorted: “I’ve seen some big 
tigers and some little tigers, but I’ve never 
seen a fat one.” His next column capsuled 
the 
coming 
world 
tragedy 
in 
two 
Winchellian sentences: “ Britain will marry 
Hitler in the fall. The marriage will blow 
up in a world war.” 
In his heyday, Winchell is said to have 
reached 9 out of 10 Americans by radio and 
to have had 50 million readers for his daily 
columns. His ego exceeded even his 
circulation. 


I was once imprisoned in a taxicab for 45 
minutes with the great man; by the time 
we got out, I was almost asphyxiated from 
the nonstop litany of his triumphs over 
perfidious foes, his betrayals at the hands 
of ingrates, his prodigious benefactions to 
mankind. 


For all the sharpness of his instincts, 
Winchell was content to stay on the surface 
of events. “He was not interested in the 
story, only the headline,” Cuneo says. 


My mentor, Drew Pearson, was Walter 
Winchell’s great rival for top dogdom in the 
radio-newspaper whirl. Pearson, through a 
fierce competitor for the headline, was 
committed to the issue behind it. For him, 
the headline was just a skirmish in the 
unending battle of what he saw as the good 
cause against the bad. 
For years, the two maintained friendly 
relations, 
watched 
each 
other 
like 
respectful hawks and often collaborated, or 


as Winchell said, “patty-caked” with one 
another. 
When, in the late 1940s arnj early ’50s, 
Pearson took on the whole snake pit of Red- 
hunting demagogues, the time came when 
McCarthy and his allies ganged up in 
retribution, pushed Pearson off the radio 
and threatened to destroy him. 


Drew called Winchell and asked him to 
join the battle while there was still time. 
But the headlines were coming from the 
other side then. Winchell refused and ran 
with the M cC arthies until their string ran 
out. 
Cuneo, who was close to both, compares 
them in an apt metaphor: Winchell was a 
racehorse; Pearson was a war horse. But 
taking Winchell as he was, what a race 
horse! 
“Winchell Exclusive” recaptures the 
flavor of a time gone by, a time of 
preposterous spectacles, sizzling feuds, 
ignoble follies and noble struggles. 


Walter Winchell played a part in the 
lives, and remains in the memories, of 
most of us past 40. And there were 
occasional moments, as on the issues of 
world fascism and national rearmament, 
when he rose above the gossip and the ego, 
apd shone as a beacon for “Mr. and Mrs. 
America ... and all the ships at sea.’

Gag rule 


a threat 


to press 


By JAMES J. KILPATRICK 


WASHINGTON - This is shoptalk, but 
much more than shoptalk. Justice Harry 
Blackmun’s dismaying opinion in the 
matter of the Nebraska gag rule is a threat 
not only to a free press but ultimately to 
the rights of a free people as a whole The 
issue demands attention. 


These are the facts: 
On Oct. 18, six mem­ 
bers of a family in the 
small town of Suther­ 
land, Neb., were mur­ 
dered. On the following 
day, one Erwin Charles 
Simants 
was 
arrested 
and charged with the 
crimes. On Oct. 21, both 
prosecution and defense 
joined in a motion to the County Court of 
Lincoln County, asking that the press be 
prohibited from reporting anything but the 
bare facts about the case The County 
Court granted 
the substance of this 
request, and on Oct. 27 a Nebraska District 
Court, at the next highest level, in effect 
sustained the gag. 
The 
Nebraska 
Press 
Association 
immediately appealed the order to the 
Nebraska Supreme Court, but that court 
could not be bothered to expedite a 
hearing. Getting no action, the press 
association appealed directly to Mr. Justice 
Blackmun as supervisory justice for the 
Eighth U.S. Circuit. On Nov. 13, he issued a 
memorandum uring the Nebraska Supreme 
Court to act. When that, too, failed to get a 
response, Blackmun on Nov. 20 acted on 
his own. 
Blackmun dropped a bombshell. He 
reversed the original gag order in part, he 
said some kind things about the role of the 
press; 
he expressed his feeling that 
“irreparable” damage could be done to a 
free press if it were prevented from timely 
publication of the news. But having said all 
that, he went ahead to approve, in 
principle, the ominous doctrine that the 
courts 
have 
power to impose prior 
restraints upon the press and to jail 
newsmen who resist such restraints. 


The issue, of course, involves the ancient 
conflict between a “fair trial and a free 
press.” The theory is that an accused 
person, guaranteed a jury trial by the Sixth 
Amendment, may be so prejudiced by pre­ 
trial publicity that an impartial jury cannot 
be chosen. Therefore, the line of reasoning 
goes, the press may be put under prior 
restraint in order to protect the rights of 
the accused. 


Those of us who have been in the news 
business all our lives have to concede that 
now and then, sure enough, the press has 
behaved disgracefully. The cases of Dr. 
Sam Sheppard and Billie Sol Estes come to 
mind. A couple of other cases figure in 
Supreme Court reports. 


But such instances of truly damaging pre­ 
trial coverage are exceedingly rare. In 
virtually every celebrated case, the rights 
erf the accused are fully protected by all the 
devices known to the law: postponement erf 
the trial, change of venue, multiple panels 
of 
prospective 
jurors, 
peremptory 
challenges, 
challenges 
for 
cause, 
examination of jurors, instructions by the 
judge, rulings on evidence, appellate 
procedures. The accused is surrounded by 
a full panoply of protections. 


In the Nebraska case, Blackmun now has 
ruled that all these protections, in effect, 
may not suffice. The press, he says, may be 
prohibited from publishing “certain facts 
that strongly implicate an accused.” The 
press may be prevented from reporting the 
fact of a confession, or the particular 
circumstances of arrest, or the accused’s 
criminal record if he has one. Other news 
may also be banned. “There is no litmus 
test available.” If defense counsel can 
satisfy a trial judge that “publicizing 
particular facts will irreparably impair the 
ability of those exposed to them to reach an 
independent and impartial judgement as to 
guilt,” an injunction may issue. And for 
violation of such court orders, Blackmun 
makes clear, newsmen may be sent to jail. 


Blackmun’s order must be resisted by 
every avenue available to the press. Under 
the Constitution, our unabridgeable right is 
to print the news, and to print it NOW. The 
people have a right to know what goes on in 
their law enforcement agencies, in their 
prosecutor’s offices, in their courts. The 
people have a right to know whether 
mental institutions have released maniacs, 
whether parole boards have erred grossly 
in their judgment. Our right is to report 
these things. 


The Nebraska gag rule is far more 
serious than the case of the Pentagon 
Papers in 1971. That, too, involved prior 
restraint, 
but 
the 
facts 
were 
quite 
different. Blackmun’s order, if affirmed by 
the entire U.S. Supreme Court, will invite 
every defeme attorney, in every important 
case, to move for a gag; and trial judges, 
thus encouraged, will stop our presses. We 
can’t let it happen.

The water lines were requested by 
Bituminous Materials Co., Terre Haute, 
Ind., for the construction of an asphalt 
emulsion plant that is planned for the site.

The man’s body fell beside the tracks 
and it was unknown whether he was dead 
or alive. He lay beside the bodies of the 
engineer and another man who were 
killed when the rebels first seized the 
train. 
There were about 65 people aboard the 
train when the hijackers seized it. Twen­ 
ty-five were released or escaped Tues­ 
day and Wednesday. Officials said the 
train’s heating remained on and the 
hostages were protected from the strong, 
cold wind outside. 
In the typed letter released by Dutch 
authorities, the gunmen said: 
“ People of Holland, we are not- 
murderers but we are prepared to fight 
for our country and to kill again for the 
future of our country and independence 
and also be killed. ” 
Dutch authorities have repeatedly said 
they cannot meet the hijackers’ demands 
since they have killed two men. 
After the latest shooting, the gunmen 
called the mediator on a field telephone 
and repeated their demands for a bus to 
Schiphol airport outside Amsterdam and 
a plane to fly them to an undisclosed 
destination. They also asked for medical 
supplies, lanterns and batteries as well 
as more food and drink. 
Most South Moluccans living in the 


Netherlands have remained largely out­ 
side Dutch life and have nurtured the 
dream of a national homeland. Their 
hopes have received no outside support, 
and in recent years frustrated young 
militants have turned increasingly to ter­ 
rorism. 
Extremists stormed the Indonesian 
Embassy residence in the Hague during 
a 1970 visit by President Suharto, where 
they took eight hostages and killed a 
policeman. 
Last year South Moluccan militants 
were accused of setting fire to an In­ 
donesian airline offices, of blocking rail 
traffic and stealing arms from the army.
